Republican Rep. Goss gets 
nomination as agency chief 

WASHINGTON I President Bush chose Porter 
Goss, a Republican congressman and one- 
time spy, on Tuesday to lead the CIA as the 
troubled agency struggles to repair its tar- 
nished reputation, confront new terror threats 
and face the uncertainty of a massive intel- 
ligence reorganization. 

Goss, the chairman of the House 
Intelligence Committee, served as a clandes- 
tine CIA officer during the 1960s in Central 
America and Western Europe before making 
a fortune in real estate and 
the newspaper business. 

Just 12 weeks before 
the presidential election, 
senior Democrats com- 
plained Bush had turned 
to a partisan politician to 
fill what nominally is a non- 
political position. Bush also 
was accused of trying to change the subject on 
a day when more than 100 House Democrats 
urged him to call a special session of Congress 
to deal with intelligence changes proposed by 
the independent commission that investigated 
the Sept. 11 attacks. 

More broadly the nomination reinforced 
Bush’s efforts to keep the nation focused on 
the war on terrorism, his strongest suit in 
his battle for re-election. 

The CIA post could put Goss in line to 
become the nation’s first national intelli- 
gence director, if Congress follows the Sept. 11 
Commission’s recommendations to create 
that position. The proposed director would 
oversee all of the nation’s 15 intelligence agen- 
cies and serve as the president’s chief intel- 
ligence adviser, terencehunt(ap)

Deaths, Injuries 
On U.S. Highways 
Deciine in 2003 

WASHINGTON I Fewer people were 
killed or injured on U.S. highways 
last year, a decline that regulators 
said owed much to an increase in 
seat belt use and a decrease in acci- 
dents involving drunken drivers. 

Transportation Secretary 
Norman Mineta said Tuesday 
that 42,643 people died in traffic 
crashes in 2003, down 362 from 
the previous year. 

The drop is more striking for the 
fact that people did more driving in 
2003. When measured by the esti- 
mated miles driven, the number of 
deaths per 100 million miles trav- 
eled fell to 1.48, the lowest level since 
record-keeping began in 1966. 

Fatalities in crashes with large 
trucks increased for the first time 
since 1997. Deaths remained steady 
for infants and teens, but increased 
for children ages 8 to 15. (ap)

2 Killed in 
Bombings 
In Istanbul 

Kurdish rebels, group 
linked to al Qaeda 
elaim attaeks on hotels 

ISTANBUL, TURKEY I A previously 
unknown Kurdish group claimed 
responsibility for pre-dawn bomb 
attacks Tuesday on two hotels in 
Istanbul tourist districts that killed 
two people and wounded 11 others. 

An Iranian and a Turk were 
killed in the bombings of the Pars 
and Star Holiday hotels, inexpensive 
lodging popular among foreign tour- 
ists. Nine of the injured were treated 
and released from the hospital. 

The Germany-based Mezopo- 
tamya News Agency, which often 
reports rebel statements, said it 
received a call from an individu- 
al claiming responsibility for the 
attacks in the name of the Kurdistan 
Freedom Falcons Organization. 

It said the group carried out the 
attacks because of recent Turkish 
military operations against the reb- 
els, which are battling Turkish troops 
in the southeast for autonomy. 

An al Qaeda-linked group 
also claimed responsibility for the 
attacks in a statement posted on a 
Web site, but Turkish authorities 
cast doubt on that claim, (ap) 


Battles are perilously 
elose to one of Shia 
Islam’s holiest sites 

NAJAF, IRAQ I U.S. forces adopted 
a new tactic Tuesday in their sixth 
day of battles in this holy Shiite city, 
sending patrols armed with speak- 
ers into the streets, demanding mili- 
tants loyal to radical cleric Muqtada 
al-Sadr drop their arms and leave 
Najaf immediately or face death. 

The call, broadcast in Arabic 
from U.S. vehicles, came as U.S. 
helicopter gunships pummeled 
a multistoried building just 400 
yards from the gold- domed Imam 
Ali Shrine with rockets, missiles and 
30 mm cannons, marking one of the 
closest strikes yet to what is one of 
the holiest sites in Shia Islam. 

Plumes of smoke rose from the 
building, which serves as a hotel for 
visitors to the shrine. Witnesses said 
insurgents were firing from inside it 
when U.S. forces returned fire. 

“We’ve pretty much just been 
patrolling and flying helicopters 
all over the place, and when we see 
something bad, we blow it up,” said 
U.S. Marine Maj. David Holahan. 

Najaf Gov. Adnan al-Zarfi has 
given U.S. forces approval to enter 
the shrine, a senior U.S. military 


BERLIN I Libya agreed Tuesday to 
pay $35 million to some victims of 
a bloody terror bombing at a Berlin 
disco nearly two decades ago, mak- 
ing another step in Libyan leader 
Moammar Gadhafi’s effort to 
rebuild relations with the West. 

The deal, coming after much 
larger settlements for the bombings 
of two U.S. and French airliners, 
does not cover American victims, 
including two soldiers who died in 
the blast at the La Belle disco on 
April 5, 1986.

Japan Probes Company

MIHAMA, JAPAN I A corroded cool- 
ing pipe that caused Japan’s dead- 
liest nuclear power plant accident 
had not been inspected since 1996, 
despite a warning last year that it 
was a safety threat, the plant opera- 
tor said Tuesday. 

The pipe, which carried boil- 
ing water and steam, burst at the 
Mihama reactor Monday, burning 
to death at least four workers and 
injuring seven others. No radiation 
was released, officials said. 

Dozens of police arrived Tuesday 
at the plant, about 200 miles west 
of Tokyo, to investigate operator 
Kansai Electric Power on suspi- 


cion of negligence. 

The accident and suspected 
lapses deepened concerns about the 
safety of Japan’s 52 nuclear plants, 
which supply about a third of the 
country’s electricity. Two workers 
died in a radiation leak at a plant 
northeast of Tokyo in 1999. 

It was unclear how the accident 
would affect the operation of Japan’s 
other nuclear plants. The country’s 
nuclear agency was considering a 
call for all plants to inspect their 
cooling pipes, a spokesman said. 

Prime Minister Junichiro Koi- 
zumi urged an inquiry so that “noth- 
ing be hidden from the nation.” (ap)

al Qaeda information

HAMBURG, GERMANY | The retrial of 
the only Sept. 11 terror suspect ever 
convicted began Tuesday with a U.S. 
pledge to provide evidence from key 
al Qaeda witnesses in its custody, a 
shift that may help counter defense 
charges that the trial is unfair. 

Mounir el Motassadeq, accused 
of providing logistical help to the 
Hamburg al Qaeda cell that 
included lead hijacker Mohamed 
Atta, had his conviction thrown 
out in March after 
an appeals court 
ruled he was denied 
testimony from the 
U.S.-held suspects, 

Ramzi Binalshibh 
and Khalid Shaikh 
Mohammed. 

As Motassadeq’s retrial opened, 
the Hamburg state court was given a 
fax from the U.S. State Department 
saying it would provide unclassified 
summaries of evidence, apparently 
interrogation reports. 

Defense attorney Josef Graessle- 
Muenscher immediately moved to 
have the case thrown out, suggest- 
ing that any information gathered 
by U.S. intelligence might have been 
obtained through torture. 

Motassadeq was freed from pris- 
on in April. He is being retried on 
charges of membership in a terrorist 
organization and more than 3,000 
counts of accessory to murder. He 
was originally sentenced to 15 years 
in prison, david rising (ap)

Judge Upholds Nudist Restrictions 


Parents must supervise children at Va. camp 


RICHMOND, VA. I A federal judge 
said Tuesday that a new Virginia 
law requiring parental supervision 
at a nudist camp for kids does not 
violate parents’ rights to raise their 
children as they see fit. 

Organizers of the camp at White 
Tail Park in Ivor surrendered their 
permit to operate this summer’s 
camp, making their lawsuit moot, 
U.S. District Judge Richard L. 
Williams said. Rebecca Glenberg, 
an attorney for the American Civil 
Liberties Union, said Williams’ rul- 
ing likely will be appealed. 

The ACLU filed a lawsuit in 
June on behalf of White Tail and 
the American Association of Nude 
Recreation-East, claiming the law 
requiring a parent, grandparent or 
legal guardian to accompany each 


summer camp participant violates 
the right to privacy. 

Virginia’s General Assembly 
passed the law in response to last 
summer’s weeklong residential camp 
for 11- to 18 -year- olds at White Tail 
— the first camp for nude juveniles 
in Virginia and only the third in the 
nation, according to its sponsors. 

The law took effect July 1, 
prompting camp organizers to 
move this year’s event to another 
undisclosed state. 

The law denies a state license to 
“any hotel, summer camp or camp- 
ground ... that maintains, or con- 
ducts as any part of its activities, 
a nudist camp for juveniles” who 
are not accompanied by a parent, 
grandparent or legal guardian.

Greenspan’s positive 
economic report sends 
stocks sharply higher 

WAS H I N GTO N I The Federal Reserve, 
discounting recent signs of econom- 
ic weakness, pushed ahead Tuesday 
with its campaign to keep inflation 
under control by boosting a key 
interest rate by a quarter-point. 

Declaring that the economy 
“appears poised to resume a stronger 
pace of expansion,” Federal Reserve 
Chairman Alan Greenspan and his 
colleagues announced they were 
increasing the target for the fed- 
eral funds rate from 1.25 percent 
to 1.50 percent. 

Commercial banks immediately 


followed that move by announcing 
they were raising their prime rates, 
the benchmark for millions of busi- 
ness and consumer loans, from 4.25 
percent to 4.5 percent. The prime 
rate normally moves in lockstep 
with Fed rate increases. 

Many economists read the Fed’s 
statement as a signal that it intended 
to keep pushing rates up by quarter- 
point moves at each of its remaining 
three meetings this year. 

Investor confidence was bol- 
stered by the Fed’s assurances 
that the recent slowdown should 
be temporary, and stocks moved 
sharply higher. The Dow Jones 
industrial average finished the 
day up 130.01 points at 9,944.67.

Slide the rear seat 
and stretch out your 
legs in the Equinox 

ROAD TEST I The new, early-for-2005 
Chevy Equinox has arrived as a larg- 
er, more comfortable -riding SUV 
with a novel rear seat that can slide 
forward and back nearly 8 inches 
to provide a whopping 40.2 inches 
of back-seat legroom — unheard of 
in the smaller SUV segment. 

The Equinox’s engine is mated to 
a smooth- shifting five-speed auto- 
matic and gives the SUV a confi- 
dent source of power for highway 
travel. 

Better yet, the Equinox’s 210 
foot-pounds of torque at 3,800 
rpm provide satisfying get up and 
go from startup and allow driv- 
ers to merge with confidence onto 
freeways. 

The test vehicle created a certain 
disconnected feel between accelera- 
tor and throttle. As the driver let up 
from the pedal, the Equinox would 


coast dovm the road and not imme- 
diately begin to slow. 

Despite the fact that the 
Equinox easily tops the 50.2 cubic 
feet of maximum cargo room of the 
Tracker, the space at the back is not 
as big as you might expect. 

Some of this has to do with the 


rather involved plastic-slot structure 
built into the sides of the Equinox 
cargo area. It’s there for use with a 
height- adjustable cargo shelf that 
can double as a small table back 
there, but this shelf system also 
can be less convenient to manage 
than a simple sliding shade -like 


vinyl cover. 

While the Equinox works to 
keep many road bumps away 
from passengers for a mostly 
mild ride, passengers do feel the 
suspension working underneath. 
Among the most annoying sensa- 
tions in the test vehicle were noisy 


“boom” sounds that came when the 
Equinox passed over potholes and 
major road bumps. 

Oddly, there are no grab handles 
at any of the doors of the Equinox. 
Grab handles are typically provid- 
ed in SUVs. 

There wasn’t even a hook to 
hang dry cleaning on inside the 
Equinox. 

This SUV’s rear- seat floor is 
completely flat, which makes it 
accommodating to unsteady- on- 
their-feet-but-determined tod- 
dlers wanting to walk across on 
their own. 

A final note: check out the area 
between the two Equinox’s front 
seats. It’s open and large enough 
to stow a purse out of the way and

You can stay in your 
car to see the Lincoln 
Highway’s museum 

CAR HISTORY | Owning a car can’t 
be much fun when there’s nowhere 
to drive. 

But that was the case in 1913, 
when road conditions were often 
unsuitable for automobiles, prompt- 
ing a call for the nation’s first trans- 
continental highway. 

So the Lincoln Highway was 
built, connecting New York City 
with San Francisco. Motorists will 
soon be able to learn more about the 
historic road as they drive a stretch 
running through Pennsylvania. 

From historical markers to 
kitschy landmarks like a reno- 
vated coffeepot- shaped building

near Bedford, the highway will be 
commemorated with 250 exhibits 
along a 200-mile stretch of U.S. 
Route 30 between Pittsburgh and 
Gettysburg. 

Also featured are murals that 
detail the road’s history, includ- 
ing a portrait of Amanda Preuss, 
credited as the first woman to make 
the cross-country car trip from San 
Francisco to New York City. 

Nearly 70 exhibits will be 
unveiled Aug. 16, and the rest will 
follow in the next year. 

The roadside museum is run 
by Lincoln Highway Heritage 
Corridor, a nonprofit group dedi- 
cated to preserving Pennsylvania’s 
leg of the highway. 

Former Gov. Tom Ridge des- 
ignated the heritage corridor in 
1995, and the group has used

nearly $500,000 in state and fed- 
eral funds for the roadside muse- 
um initiative. 

The Lincoln Highway was the 
brainchild of Carl G. Fisher, an 
Indiana entrepreneur who sold 
bicycles until the motor car craze 
of the early 1900s. In 1913, Fisher 
helped launch a national campaign 
to build a $10 million coast-to- coast 
gravel highway to boost the auto- 
motive industry. 

Thelma Yaste, 73, said she 
wondered at first about turning 
the family’s barn in Somerset 
County into an artist’s canvas as 
part of the exhibit. But Yaste and 
two sisters are proud of the Preuss 
portrait, located near the junction 
of Routes 30 and 219. 

“There are a lot of tourists, they 
go by — you can see their luggage on 
the car — and they’ll turn around 
and come back and take pictures,” 
Yaste said. “Where else can you 
get a fine piece of art with history 
on your property? It’s unreal, you

Jansen’s Hopes Dashed 


Injury will sideline Redskins tackle for the year 


REDSKINS I Jon Jansen was prob- 
ably the one player most excited 
about the return of Joe Gibbs to 
the Washington Redskins. 

The sixth-year tackle from 
Michigan, who had never missed 
a start in his NFL career, talked 
enthusiastically during the first 
week of training camp about the 
return of the power-running game 
to Washington. He hoped the new 
coaching staff could make him 
the player he always knew he 
could be. 

Instead, Jansen will have to 


complete a rigorous rehabilitation 
to heal his left Achilles tendon, 
ruptured in the first quarter of 
Washington’s 20 -17 preseason win 
over Denver on Monday night. 

The injury has knocked Jansen 
out for the season. 

“We tread water for three or four 
years and not really go anywhere,” 
Jansen said Tuesday, support- 
ing himself on crutches as he left 
Redskins Park.

to watch it from the sidelines. That’s 
the part that hurts the most.” 

Jansen will head to surgery 
Wednesday afternoon. He said he 
would probably have to spend six 
weeks in a cast and maybe able to 
start jogging after three months. 
The best- case timeline for his recov- 
ery is four months, he said. 

Daryl Terrell took over Jansen’s 
spot in Monday’s game, but Kenyatta 
Jones or Derrick Dockery are the 
most likely replacements, (ap)

’04 Medals 
Correct 
A ‘Mistake’ 

MEDALS I The gold, silver and 
bronze medals have a new look for 
the Athens Olympics — a redesign 
that’s unique, Greek and even a lit- 
tle chic. 

Ever since the 1928 Amsterdam 
Games, Nike had been shown on the 
medals, seated on a chariot with a 
wreath in one hand and an ear of 
corn in the other, symbolically hon- 
oring winning athletes. Next to the 
goddess was usually a stadium that 
looked like a Roman amphitheater 
— not surprising since the designer 
was an Italian, Giuseppi Cassioli. 

The winning design for the 
Athens medals was submitted by 
Elena Votsi, a renowned Greek artist 
who has designed jewelry for Gucci 
and has boutiques in town and on 
the island of Hydra. 

Cassioli’s interpretation of the 
myth involving Nike was “a mis- 
take,” she said. “According to the 
myth, she never sits,” said Votsi. 

Her design has a winged Nike 
boldly swooshing down from the 
heavens, delivering the laurel in the 
Panathinaikos stadium. In the back- 
ground is the Acropolis; above Nike’s 
head are the Olympic rings and the 
Greekwords, “28th Olympiad Athens

U.S. Women Set 
For Opening Act 


Americans, Greeks to 
kick off Olympics with 
soccer match in Crete 

SOCCER I At the end of a workout 
under a searing sun at an old Greek 
stadium, captain Julie Foudy gath- 
ered the U.S. women’s soccer team 
in a midfield huddle. 

“Let’s get this party started!” 
Foudy bellowed in a singsong 
voice. 

The party that is the 2004 
Olympic Games is indeed about 
to begin, with soccer kick-start- 
ing the festivities two days ahead 
of everything else. 

The United States opens against 
Greece on Wednesday on the island 
of Crete, one of eight games two 
days before the opening ceremony 
for a sport that has to start early to 
squeeze everything in. 

Most everyone knows what the 


United States has — a deep, talent- 
ed team determined to reclaim its 
supremacy after disappointing fin- 
ishes at the 2000 Olympics and the 
2003 World Cup. 

Greece, however, is another mat- 
ter. The soccer-mad country that so 
euphorically celebrated its surpris- 
ing men’s European Championship 
title last month barely recognizes 
the women’s game. 

The Greek women qualified only 
because they are the host country, 
and they’ve enlisted eight American 
players with Greek ancestry to help 
their cause. 

In the unusual Olympic for- 
mat, the Americans play three 
first-round games in seven days, 
while teams in the other groups 
play just twice. If the U.S. team 
takes a big early lead, look for 
coach April Heinrichs to rest some 
of her veterans in the second half.

BASKETBALL I After awakening to 
news of bombings in this Istanbul, 
Turkey, the U.S. Olympic basketball 
team decided to play on. 

And by the time the Americans 
finished an 80-68 victory over 
Turkey in front of a jeering and 
whistling crowd, they pronounced 
themselves ready for Athens — but 
still jittery from the events of an 
anxious day. 

The Americans’ final Olympic 
tune-up was similar to many oth- 
ers during an up-and-down tour 
through Europe. They were unable 
to dominate an opponent that fig- 
ured to be vastly overmatched, but 


they got the job done in the end. 

What made this day different 
was a major off-the- court event 
that tested their focus. 

“I don’t know that everybody is 
absolutely confident and secure with 
everything, but they said everything 
would be fine, so you have to keep 
going on,” said Tim Duncan, who 
had 25 points and 11 rebounds. 

After failing to shake Turkey for 
three quarters, the U.S. team hit its 
stride in the fourth — but not before 
the crowd gave them an earful after 
LeBron James swiped at the ball

‘Princess Diaries 2’ 
loses its magic, gains 
corporate synergy 

FI LM I Three years ago, “The Princess 
Diaries” fused the classic ugly duck- 
ling story with “Cinderella” and 
made it funny and endearing. 

It was a tale about beauty 
emerging from within an awkward 


American teenage girl after she 
learns she is heir to the European 
kingdom of Genovia. 

“The Princess Diaries 2: Royal 
Engagement” arrives with a differ- 
ent message. 

It reveals that a cute premise 
and two terrific performers — Anne 
Hathaway and Julie Andrews — can 
be wasted by filmmakers motivated 
by little more than snatching dol- 


lars away from little girls. 

This time the story takes place 
entirely in Genovia, a fictional 
European kingdom that looks 
like a storybook in the special- 
effects flyover that is about all we 
see of it. 

From the sets to the story to the 
direction to the obvious stunt dou- 
bles, director Garry Marshall’s film 
feels halfhearted. 


Princess Mia (played again by 
Hathaway) and her grandmoth- 
er the Queen Clarisse (Andrews) 
inhabit a gigantic castle, yet prac- 
tically all the action takes place 
either in Mia’s bedroom or one 
large foyer with a double staircase 
that we see again and again and 
again. It makes the movie look like 
a crummy sitcom. 

The plot involves Princess Mia’s 
efforts to find a husband in 30 days, 
lest she lose her claim to the crown 
to the no -good nephew (newcomer 
Chris Pine) of abackstabbing mem- 
ber of Genovia’s parliament (John 
Rhys-Davies). 

Hathaway and Andrews do their 
best with shoddy material. It is hard 
to fault them when they are so fun 
to watch, especially together. Which 
brings up the movie’s low point ... 

During a sleepover scene, the 
queen is goaded into taking the 
stage. In her first big-screen musi- 
cal performance since throat sur- 
gery spoiled her voice, Andrews is 
magical. 

Then, midway, the filmmakers 
thrust another person onstage. 
Awww. Grandma and granddaugh- 
ter will sing a tune. Wouldn’t that be 
sweet? Well, doesn’t happen. 

Instead Marshall throws the 
microphone to Raven, the star 
of Disney Channel’s “That’s So 
Raven” and a pop singer on the 
Disney record label. The princess 
sits in the audience and watches 
this out-of-nowhere character 
steal her spotlight. Pathetic. ASk

How may visitors from outside 
Greece are expected to travel to 
Athens for the Olympics? 

We expect approximately 
150,000 to 200,000 people watch- 
ing the games daily in Athens. But 
we don’t have concrete numbers 
because at this time of the year 
Greece is already a major foreign 
tourist destination, something that 
makes the calculation of an exact 
figure even more difficult. In recent 
days there has been a real increase 
in interest from people abroad to 
buy tickets. On Monday, 80,000 
tickets were sold. 

I have read that the air pollution in 
Athens is such that some athletes 
may have problems (such as exac- 
erbation of asthma). How bad is the 
air pollution? I have also read that it 
has been so bad that it has caused 
damage to some of the ancient ruins 
of the Acropolis. 

All of this belongs to the past. 
This is history. Athens’ pollution 
levels are now similiar to those 
existing in other European cit- 
ies. I should also add that, thanks 
to the new infrastructure related 


to the Olympic Games, combined 
with better- quality gasoline used 
by motorists and the encourage- 
ment to use more mass transport 
in Athens, the level of overall pollu- 
tion in Athens is being reduced by 
approximately 30 percent. 

Have Tuesday’s bombings in Turkey 
put security on edge even more than 
it already was? 

The Olympics’ security plan is 
taking full account of the evolv- 
ing security situation worldwide, 
including, of course, the Sept. 11 
events and also the entire interna- 
tional situation as it has evolved 
in recent months. As far as Turkey 
is concerned, I can also add that 
Greek security authorities are in 
close cooperation with their coun- 
terparts in all neighboring countries 
to avoid any possibility of unpleas- 
ant situations occurring in Greece 
during the Games.
